Washing ton {/P) — On Inaug ­ 
uration Day, unless plans are 
chang ed, an automobile g uarded 
more carefully than any g old­ 
laden armored car will swing out 
of 
the 
White 
House 
drive 
promptly at 11 o’clock. 
In it will be the man with one 
more hour to serve as the na­ 
tion’s chief executive, and at his 
side the man who is to fill th at 
office for the next four years. 
Behind the car which carries 
President Hoover and President­ 
elect Roosevelt to the capitol for 
the inaug ural ceremony will be 
two other automobiles — possi­ 
bly more — filled with quietly 
dressed men whose eyes will 
search the faces of everyone 
along the line of march. 
They will be the secret serv­ 
ice men whose one duty is to 
g uard the safety of the Presi­ 
dent. Fresh in their minds will 
be the desperate attem pt made 
upon the life of the President­ 
elect at Miami. 
They will be 
alert for the slig htest suspicious 
movement in the crowds. 
The attem pted assassination 
at Miami, the capital assumes, 
will cause a redoubling of the 
intensive precautions which al­ 
ways surround the President, 
and which are never more thor­ 
oug h than at the inaug ural cere­ 
monies. 
At noon, as President-elect 
Roosevelt takes the oath of of­ 
fice, the watchfulness will focus 
on him but take in also the 
slig htest g esture of anyone close 
to him. 
It is customary, after the in­ 
aug ural ceremony, for one se­ 
cret service man to accompany 
the out-g oing executive to the 
train as a m ark of courtesy. It 
is considered quite likely that 
this bit of etiquette will be 
something more than th at this 
year, and that an enlarg ed de­ 
tail will accompany President 
Hoover to his train. 
The others of the secret serv­ 
ice detail will escort the new 
President to the White House, 
and for the next four years will 
spend their waking hours not 
far from Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
Three secret service men al­ 


ready 
had been 
assig ned « to 
g uard the President-elect at the 
“Little White House” at Warm 
Spring s, Ga., before the Miami 
attem pt at assassination. 
Six 
others have been stationed at 
the White House to g uard Pres­ 
ident Hoover, and at least two 
usually accompany Mrs. Hoover. 
W hether 
the 
White 
House 
staff of secret service g uards is 
enlarg ed or not as a measure of 
added precaution, it may under­ 
g o some shifts of personnel after 
March 4 since Gus Gemerich, 
personal attendant to Roosevelt, 
will accompany him here. 
In any case the staff is quite 
certain to include Richard Jer­ 
vis, chief of the White House 
secret service staff, who has 
been at the White House the last 
25 years. Nor are the chang es 
likely to include Col. E. W. Star- 


ling or Georg e Dresner, also 
oldtimers. 
It has been Starling ’s custom­ 
ary duty to precede presidents 
on their trips about the coun­ 
try. He has arrang ed, ahead of 
time, the personnel of police de­ 
tails, looked over the exact route 
the president would travel, and 
quietly investig ated all the peo­ 
ple expected to be most closely 
associated with him during the 
visit, even including newspaper 
men who would have to talk to 
him. 
The 
chief 
executive 
never 
leaves the White House without 
some of the secret service ag ents 
being nearby. 
The precaution 
has not always been part of the 
formalities surround the Presi­ 
dent. It was put into force fol­ 
lowing 
the 
assassination 
of 
President McKinley. 
Roosevelt will find two or 


three of the ag ents always sta­ 
tioned just outside his office in 
the west wing of the White 
House. Even when he sits down 
to a quiet family dinner or g oes 
to sleep there will be one of 
these watchful, taciturn men, 
stationed just outside the door 
of the room.

GEORGE WASHINGTON 
It is possible tha t observ ance of W ashington's 
birthday this year m eans more to us than ev er 
before if we will turn to his ideals for com fort 
and guidance in this troubled time. 
We find in his life the essence of all tha t has 
m ade this country great ana its people out­ 
standing in character. He was a dauntless sol­ 
dier, a great statesm an and a noble gentlem an. 
He was simple and stately of m anner, .kind and 
generous of heart. His marv elous judgm ent was 
nev er at fault and he had a penetrating v ision 
which beheid the greatness of America when it 
was dim to other eyes. His was a great intellec­ 
tual force, a will of iron and an unyielding grasp 
of facts and unequalled strength of patriotic 
purpose. 
Thus summ ing up this great personage of 
American history, we find the v ery ideals that 
are most needed today. If the courage, strength 
of purpose and v ision of W ashington prev ailed 
today, our troubles would melt away as snow 
under the spring sunshine. And our problems of 
today arc as nothing compared with those that 
confronted him in piloting this nation through 
the treacherous waters of its infancy. 
Let's pay homage to him on this coming a n ­ 
niv ersary of his birthday and profit by the her­ 
itage that he has giv en us. Study his life and 
his ideals that they may help show us the way 
to a better and brighter era. 


DRY LAW REPEAL IS NOT ENOUGH 
Unless all the signs are wrong, the prohibition 
am endm ent is on the way out. 
And while this will be the cue for most of us 
to rejoice or to wreep, depending on our indi­ 
v idual attitudes, it would be a v ery fine tiling if 
we sat down quietly, while there is still time, and 
figured out just w hat is going to come next. 
We hav e set our faces toward repeal, appar­ 
ently, and we hav e done it because the prohi­ 
bition am endm ent hasn’t worked out nearly as 
well as we expected it would. In trying to abolish 
one set of abuses we saddled ourselv es w ith a new 
set. and it begins to look as if we aren’t going to 
put up with this new set v ery m uch longer. 
But while we're getting rid of them , we want 


to make perfectly sure tha t we don’t rev iv e the 
old set. 
The old-tim e saloon w asn’t a great deal like 
the speakeasy, but it created ev ils just as real 
as those which the speakeasy has created. It 
made a sore spot in the neighborhood which 
women actually feared to pass. It periodically 
disgorged frowsy drunks in such a way tha t it 
was unwise for women to appear unescorted on 
the streets at night. It was a festering breeding 
spot for rotten politics. 
Now there is no sense in our forgetting those 
facts and pretending tha t anything at all will be 
better than the present era of bootleggers, rum ­ 
runners, crooked cops and shady speakeasies. 
We ought to be intelligent enough to find a 
system tha t would do away with the ev ils of the 
present regime w ithout restoring the ev ils of the 
past. 
We shan ’t do it if we try to kid ourselv es into 
thinking that the ev ils of the past really didn’t 
am ount to much. 
Finding the right solution is going to take a lot 
of earnest thinking. We had better start thin k ­ 
ing right now; and, in the process, we w ant to 
remember that we hav e two entirely distinct sets 
of abuses to correct, and not just one.

The measure, of which Sena- 
! tor Jacob Weiss, Democrat of In- 
I dianapolis is the author, would 
! require the governor to call an 
election of delegates to the con­ 
vention 
not 
less 
than 
three 
months after the repeal question 
is sub mitted to the states b y con­ 
gress. 
This might place the election 
in May , and the b ill provides 
that the convention b e held 28 
day s after date of the election, 
in the chamb er of the house of 
representatives in Indianapolis. 
More than 200 delegates would 
b e elected. This provision was 
assailed last night b y William 
Stokes, secretary of the Indiana 
association against the prohib i­ 
tion amendment, who said such 
a group would b e a “dry conven­ 
tion.” 
Each candidate would b e re­ 
quired to pledge his vote for or 
against repeal. Nomination would 
b e on petition of 500 persons, to 
b e filed with the governor at 
least thirty day s prior to the 
election.
